W ashington.— T he m essage of P resi­ 
dent R oosevelt 
w as 
read in 
both 
houses of congress Tuesday. 
In sub­ 
stance the docum ent w as as follow s: 
To the Senate and House of Represen­ 
tatives; 
The financial standing of the 
nation at the present time is excellent, 
and the financial m anagem ent of the na­ 
tion’s Interests by the governm ent dur­ 
ing the last seven years has shown the 
m ost satisfactory results. 
But our cu r­ 
rency system is imperfect, and it is ear­ 
nestly 
to be hoprtd that the currency 
commission will be able to propose a 
thoroughly good system which will do 
aw ay with the existing defects. 
During the period from July I, 1901, to 
September* 30, 1908, there was an Increase 
In the am ount of money In circulation of 
1902,991,399. 
The Increase in the per capita 
{luring this period was $7.06. 
Within this 
tim e there were several occasions when 
it was necessary for tile treasury de­ 
p artm ent to come to the relief of the 
money m ark et by purchases or redem p­ 
tions of United States bonds; by increas­ 
ing deposits in national banks; by stim ­ 
ulating additional issues of national bank 
notes, and by facilitating Importations 
from abroad of gold. 
Our imperfect cur­ 
rency system has m ade these proceedings 
necessary, and they were effective until 
the m onetary disturbance in the fall of 
Irore 
1907 immensely increased the difficulty of 
ordinary methods of relief. 
By the mid­ 
dle of November the available working 
balance in the treasury had been reduced 
to 
approxim ately 
$5,000,000. 
Clearing 
house associations throughout the coun­ 
try had been obliged to resort to the 
expedient of issuing clearing house cer­ 
tificates, to be used as money. 
In this 
emergency it was determined to invite 
subscriptions for $50,000,000 P an am a canal 
bonds, 
and 
$100,000,000 three 
per cent, 
certificates of indebtedness authorized by 
th e act of Ju n e 13, 1898. 
It was proposed 
to redeposit in the national banks the 
proceeds of these issues, and to permit 
their use as a basis for additional circu­ 
lating notes 
of national 
banks. 
The 
moral effect of this procedure was so 
groat th a t it was necessary to Issue only 
$24,631,980 of the P a n a m a bonds and $15.- 
436,600 of the certificates of indebtedness 
During the period from July J, <901, to 
September 30, 1908, the balance between 
th e net ordinary receipts and the net 
ordinary expenses of 
the 
government 
showed a surplus In the four years 1902, 
1903, 1906, arid 1907, and a deficit in tile 
years 1904, 1906. 1908 and a fractional part 
of the Asea1 year 1909, 
The net result 
was a surplus of $99,283,413.54. 
The finan­ 
cial operations of the governm ent during 
this period, based upon these differences 
between receipts and expenditures, 
re­ 
sulted In a net reduction of the interest- 
bearing debt of the United S tairs from 
*987,141,040 to $897,263,990, 
notwithstanding 
th at there had been two sales of P an am a 
canal bonds am ounting In the aggregate 
to *64,01,1*9, and an issue of three per 
cent, eertifleates of Indebtedness under 
the act of June 13, 1898, am ounting lo 
*15,436,600. 
Refunding operations of the 
treasu ry department 
under the act of 
March Ii, 
1900, resulted in the conver­ 
sion into two per cent, consols of 1930 of 
*200,309,400 bonds bearing higher rates of 
interest. 
A decrease of $8,687,956 in the 
an nu al Interest 
charge 
resulted 
from 
these operations. 
In short, during the seven years and 
three m onths there has been a net su r­ 
plus of nearly one hundred millions of 
receipts over expenditures, a reduction 
of the Interest-bearing debt by ninety 
millions, In spite of the extraordinary ex ­ 
pense of the P anam a canal, and a saving 
of nearly nine millions on the annual 
In te re s t charge. 
Control of C orporation*. 
A* regards the great corporations en­ 
gaged in interstate business, and espe­ 
cially the railroads, I can only repeat 
w hat I have already again and again said 
In my message* to th* congress. 
I be­ 
lieve th at under the Interstate clause of 
the constitution tile United States has 
complete and param ount right to con­ 
trol all agencies of interstate conim ene, 
and I believe that the national govern­ 
ment alone can exercise tills right with 
wisdom and effectiveness so as both to 
secure justice from, and to do Justice to. 
the 
great 
corporations which are the 
most im portant factors in modern busi­ 
ness. 
I believe that it is worse than 
folly to attem pt 
to prohibit all

Judicial System Sound. 
Our 
judicial 
system 
is 
sound 
and 
effective 
at 
core, 
and 
It 
remains, 
and 
must 
ever 
be 
maintained, 
as 
the safeguard of those principles of lib­ 
erty and Justice which 
stand 
at the 
foundation of American institutions; for, 
as Burke finely said, when liberty and 
Justice are separated, 
neither is safe. 
There are, however, some members of 
the Judicial body who have lagged be­ 
hind 
In 
their 
understanding 
of these 
great and vital changes in the 
body 
politic, 
whose minds have never been 
opened to the new applications of the old 
principles made necessary by the new 
conditions. Judges of this stam p do last­ 
ing harm by their decisions, because they 
convince poor men in need of protection 
th at the courts of the land are pro­ 
foundly ignorant of and out of sym pathy 
with their needs, and profoundly ignorant 
or hostile to any proposed remedy. 
To 
such men It seems a cruel mockery to 
have any court decide against them on 
tile ground th at It desires to preserve 
"liberty” in a purely technical form, by 
withholding liberty In any real and con­ 
structive sense 
There are certain decisions by various 
courts which have been exceedingly det­ 
rimental to the rights of wage-workers. 
This is true of all decisions that decide 
that men are, by the constitution, "g uar­ 
anteed their liberty” to contract to enter 
a dangerous occupation, or to work an 
undesirable or Improper number of hours, 
or to work in unhealthy surroundings, 
and therefore cannot recover dam ages 
when maimed In th at occupation, and 
cannot be forbidden to work w hat th# 
legislature decides is an excessive num ­ 
ber of hours, or to carry on the work 
under conditions 
which the legislature 
decides 
to 
be 
unhealthy. 
Decisions 
such 
as 
those 
nullify 
the 
legislative 
effort to protect the wage-workers who 
most need protection from those employ­ 
ers who luke advantage of their grind­ 
ing need. They halt or ham per the move­ 
m ent for securing better and more equi­ 
table conditions of labor. 
There is also, I think, ground for the 
belief that substantial injustice is often 
suffered by employes in consequence of 
the custom of courts Issuing tem porary 
injunctions without notice to them, and 
punishing them for contempt of court In 
Instances where, as a m atter of fact, 
they have no knowledge of any proceed­ 
ings, 
Organized 
labor 
is 
chafing 
under 
the 
unjust 
restraint 
which 
comes 
from 
repeated 
resort to 
this 
plan 
of 
procedure. 
Its 
discontent 
lies 
been 
unwisely 
expressed, 
and 
often 
Improperly 
expressed, 
but there 
Is a sound basis for 
it, 
and 
the 
or­ 
derly and law-abiding people of a com­ 
m unity would be In a far stronger posi­ 
tion for upholding lite courts lf the un­ 
doubtedly existing abuses could be pro­ 
vided against. 
Injunction Must Remain. 
The power of Injunction is 
a 
great 
equitable remedy, which should on no 
account bs destroyed- 
B ut safeguards 


the Judge required minutely to state the 
particulars bath of ids action and of his 
reasons therefor, so th at the congress 
can if it desires ex mine and investigate 
the same. 
F o r m any of th e 
sh o rtco m in g s 
of 
ju stice in our co u n try o u r people as a 
w hole are th em selv es to blame, and the 
ju d g es and ju rie s m erely 
b ear 
th eir 
sh a re to g e th e r w ith th e public as a 
■whole. 
It Is discred itab le to us as a 
people th a t th e re should be difficulty lit 
co n victin g m u rderers, or In b rin g in g to 
justice men w ho a s 
public 
se rv a n ts 
h ave b ie n g u ilty of corruption, o r who 
have profited 
by 
the 
co rruption of 
public servan ts. 
T he resu lt is equally 
u n fo rtu n a te , w h eth er due to h a irs p lit­ 
tin g technicalities in th e in te rp re ta tio n 
of law by Judges, to se n tim en tality and 
class 
consciousness 
on 
the 
p a r t of 
Juries, or to h y ste ria 
and se n sa tio n a l­ 
ism in th e dally 
press. 
F o r 
m uch of 
this failu re of Justice no responsibility 
w h a te v e r lies on rich m en as such. W e 
w ho m ak e up th e m ass of the people 
cann ot sh ift th e responsibility from our 
own sh ould' rs. 
B u t th ere is an im p o r­ 
t a n t p a r t of the failu re winch h as sp e­ 
cially to do w ith

The 
Modern Corporation. 
T h e h u g e w ealth th a t has been a ccu ­ 
m u lated by a few Individuals of recent 
y ears, In w h a t has am ou nted to a so ­ 
cial an d in d u stria l revolution, has been 
as r e g a rd s som e of these Individuals 
m ade possible only by th e im p ro p er use 
of the m odern corporation. 
A certain 
ty p e of 
m odern 
corporation, w ith its 
officers and agents, Its m any issues of 
securities, and its c o n stan t co n solid a­ 
tion w ith allied u n d e rta k in g s, finally 
becom es an In stru m e n t so com plex as 
to contain a g r e a te r 
num b er of 
ele­ 
m ents that, u nd er v ario u s Judicial de­ 
cisions, lend th em selv es to frau d and 
o ppression th a n a n y device yet evolved 
; in th e hu m an brain. 
C orpo ratio ns are 
n ecessa ry in stru m e n ts of m odern b u si­ 
ness. 
They h av e been 
p erm itted 
to 
becom e a m enace larg ely because the 
g o v ern m en tal 
re p re se n ta tiv e s of 
the 
people have w o rked slow ly In p ro v id ­ 
in g for ad eq u ate control over them. 
Our 
great 
clusters 
of 
corpora­ 
tions, 
h u g e 
t r u s ts 
and 
fabulously 
w ealth y m ultim illionaires, em ploy 
the 
v ery best la w y e rs th ey can o b tain to 
pick 
flaws 
In 
statutes 
after 
their 
p assag e; b u t th ey also em ploy a class 
of 
secret a g e n ts who seek, u n d e r the 
advice of exp erts 
to 
ren d er 
hostile 
legislatio n Innocuous by m a k in g It u n ­ 
co n stitu tio nal, often th ro u g h th e in se r­ 
tion of w h a t a p p e a r on th eir face to be 
d ra stic a n d sw eep in g provisions a g a in s t 
the in te re sts of th e p arties in sp irin g 
them ; w hile th e dem agogues, th e co r­ 
r u p t c re a tu re s w ho 
in troduce 
b la c k ­ 
m ailin g schem es to

w ho dem and 
extrem e, 
an d 
un d esirab ly 
radical, 
m easures, 
show th em selves to be the w o rst ene­

ox th e in te r s ta te com m erce law. 
C on­ 
tro l over the g r e a t co rp o ration s doing 
in te r s ta te business can be effective only 
lf it is vested w ith full pow er 
in 
an 
a d m in istra tiv e d ep artm en t, a bran ch of 
th e fed eral executive, c a rry in g out a 
fed eral law ; It can never be*effective lf 
a divided resp o nsibility is left In both 
the s ta te s an d th e natio n ; it can never 
be effective if left in th e hands of the 
c o u rts to be decided by law suits. 
Respect for Law Must Be Upheld. 
The courts hold a place of peculiar and 
deserved sanctity under our form of gov­ 
ernment. 
Respect -for the law is '-•sen­ 
ti*! to the permanence of our 
institu­ 
tions; and respect for the law is largely 
conditioned upon respect for the 
courts. 
It is an offense against the republic 
to 
say anything which can weaken tills re­ 
spect. save for the gravest reason and iii 
the most carefully guarded manner. In no 
other nation in the world do the courts 
wield such vast and far-reaching power 
as in the United States. All that is nee 
essary is th at the courts 
us 
a 
whole 
should * xer. ,se this power with the far­ 
sighted wisdom already shown by those 
judges who scan Hie future while they 
aet in the present. 
I<et them exercise 
this great power not only honestly and 
bravely, but with wise insight into tile 
needs and fixed purposes of the people, 
so th at they m ay do justice, and work 
equity, so that they m ay protect all per­ 
sons in their rights, and yet break down 
the barriers of privilege, which is the foe 
of right. 
Forest Preservation. 
If there Is any one duty which more 
than another we owe it to our children 
to perform at once, it is to save the for­ 
ests of this country, for they constitute 
the first and most Important element in 
the 
conservation 
of 
the 
natural 
re­ 
sources of the country. . . . Ju st as 
a farm er, after all his life m aking his 
living from his farm, will, if he is an ex­ 
pert farmer, leave it as an asset of in­ 
creased value to his son, so we should 
leave our national domain to our chil­ 
dren, Increased in value and not worn 
out. T h en are small sections of our own 
country, in the east and in the west, In 
the Adirondack*, the 
White 
mountains 
and the Appalachians, and In the Rocky 
mountains, where we can already see for 
ourselves the dam age in the shape of 
perm anent injury to tile 
soil 
and 
the 
river systems which comes from reckless 
deforestation. 
It m atters 
not 
whether 
this deforestation is due to the actual 
reckless cutting of timber, to the fires 
th at inevitably follow such reckless cut­ 
ting of timber, or to reckless and uncon­ 
trolled grazing, especially by the great 
m igratory 
bands 
of 
sheep, 
the 
un­ 
checked wandering of which over th# 
country m eans destruction to forests and 
disaster to the small home-makers, the 
settlers of limited means 
T h anks 
to 
our 
own 
recklessness 
In 
the 
use 
of 
our 
splendid 
forests, 
we have already crossed the verge of a 
tim ber famine In tills country, and no 
measures th at we now take can, at least 
for m any years, undo the mischief th at 
has already been done. 
But we can pre­ 
vent further mischief being done; and it 
would be in the highest degree reprehen­ 
sible to let any consideration of tem ­ 
porary convenience or tem porary 
cost 
interfere with such action, especially as 
regards the national forests trhlch the 
nation can now, at this very moment, 
control. 
T he lesson of d efo re statio n in C hina 
is a lesson w hich m an k in d should h av e 
learn ed m an y tim es alread y from w h a t 
h a s occurred In o th e r places. 
D e n u d a­ 
tio n leaves n ak ed soil; then g u lly in g 
cu ts dow n to the b a re ro ck; and m e a n ­ 
w hile the ro c k -w a ste b u ries th e b o tto m ­ 
lands. 
W hen the 
soil is 
gone,' men 
m u st go; an d the process does not ta k e 
long. 
Plea for Inland Waterways. 
Action should be begun forthwith, d ur­ 
ing the present session of the congress, 
for the improvement of our Inland w ater­ 
w ays—action which will result in giving 
us not only navigable 
but 
navigated 
rivers. 
Until the work of river improvement Is 
undertaken In a modern way It can not 
have results th at will meet the needs of 
this 
modern 
nation. 
The 
plan 
which 
promises 
the 
best 
and 
quick­ 


est 
results 
Is 
that 
of 
a 
Par­ 
ma n e t commission authorized to co-or­ 
dinate the work of all the government 
depot tm--nta relating to waterway . and 
to fram e and supervise the execution of 
a comprehensive plan. 
Under such a 
atonmIssiOS the actual work of con 
ruc­ 
tion m ight be entrusted to the re--Luna­ 
tion' scia leer or to Hid military engineers 
acting with a sufficient num ber of civil** 
ans to ccniinuc the work in lime of war; 
or it might b< divided between the rec­ 
lamation Service and tho corps of en­ 
gineers. 
Fitful a should be provid'd (rom 
-urrcnt revem.es if it is deem -I Wise - 
jtherwise from the sale of bonds. 
I he 
'seential tiling is that tin 
work should 
go forward under the b< 
possible plan, 
and with Hie least possible d -iay. 
Tile 
time for playing with our w aterw ays is 
past. 
The country demands results. 
Tho president u rg e s thai national 
parks ad jacen t to n ational fore ta bo 
placed under th e control of the forest 
service of the 
agricultural 
d ep art­ 
m ent; he also points out the benefit* 
derived from pure food legislation. 
The m essage continues: 
Needs of the Secret Service. 
L ast year an amendment was incor­ 
porated In the m easure providing for til# 
secret service, which provided th^t there 
should be no detail from the secret serv­ 
ice 
and 
no 
transfer 
therefrom. 
The 
amendment In question was of benefit to 
no 
one 
excepting 
to crim inals, 
and 
it seriously ham pers the government in 
the detection of crime and the sec

secret service men. 
Very little o: 
ach 
investigation has been done In the past; 
but it Is true th at the work of the secret 
service agents was partly responsible for 
the Indictment and conviction of a sen­ 
ator and a congressman for land frauds 
in Oregon. 
I do not believe th at it is 
in the public interest to protect criminals 
in any branch of the public service, and 
exactly as we have again and again dur­ 
ing the past seven years prosecuted »nJ 
convicted such criminals who were In 
the executive branch of the government, 
so in my belief we should be given ample 
m eans to prosecute them If found in *• t 
legislative branch. 
But if this Is m>t 
considered desirable a special exception 
could be made in the law prohibiting the 
use of the secret service force in inves­ 
tigating members of the congress. 
Postal Savings Banks. 
I ag ain renew my recom m endation 
for postal sa v in g s banks, for d ep o sit­ 
in g savin gs w ith the secu rity of the 
g o v ern m en t behind them. 
The object 
is to en co urage th r if t and econom y in 
the w a g e -e a rn e r an d person of m o d­ 
erate means, 
i t is believed th at In the 
aggregate vast sum s of money would be 
brought into circulation through the in­

Parcel Post. 
In my last a n n u a l m essage I co m ­ 
m ended

r u ra l routes w ould be to th e m u tu a l 
benefit of the f a rm e r and the co un try 
storekeeper, and It is d esirable th a t the 
routes, 
se rv in g m ore 
titan 
15.000.000 
people, should be utilized to the fullest 
practicable extent. 
Education. 
W ith the lim ited m eans h ith e rto p ro­ 
vided. 
the b u re a u 
of e d u cat ion 
has 
ren dered efficient service, b u t th e con­ 
g re ss has neglected to a d eq u ately s u p ­ 
ply the b ureau w ith m eans to m eet the 
educational 
growth 
of 
tile 
country. 
I earnestly recommend that 
thik 
un­ 
fo rtu n a te sta te of affairs u s reg ard s 
t h e nation al educational office be rem e­ 
died by ad eq u ate app ro p riatio ns. 
This 
reco m m end atio n Is urg ed by the r e p re ­ 
se n tativ e s of o u r com m on schools and 
g re a t sta te u n iv ersities and the leading 
educators, w ho all unite in re q u e stin g 
favo rab le co n sid eratio n an d actio n by 
rite con g ress upon th is subject. 
The president points out the neces­ 
sity of better organization of the vari 
ous bureaus responsible for th e public 
health, and urges the placing of alt 
soldiers’ hom es under the jurisdiction 
of the war departm ent. 
Statehood. 
On the question of statehood the 
president says: 
I advocate the Immediate admission of 
Nev M xico and Arizona as slates. Thlz 
Should be done at the present session of 
the < ongress. The people of the two ter­ 
ritories have made It evident by their 
votes t tm I they will not come in as one 
stat' 
Tit- only alternative is to admit 
Hu m us two, and I trust that this will be 
don* without delay. 
Interstate Fisheries. 
I call the attention of the congress to 
the importance of the problem of the 
fisheries in the interstate waters. 
On the 
Great laikes we are now, under th# very 
wise treaty of April ll of this year, en­ 
deavoring to come to an international 
agreem ent for the preservation and sa t­ 
isfactory use of the fisheries of these w a­ 
ters which can not otherwise be achieved. 
Lake Erie, for example, has the richest 
fresh water fisheries In the world; but It 
Is now controlled by the statutes of two 
nations, four states, and one p'-ovlnce, 
and this province by two different ordi­ 
nances in different counties. 
All these 
political divisions work at cross 
p ur­ 
poses. and in no case can they achieve 
protection to the fisheries, on the one 
hand, and justice to the localities and in­ 
d iv id u al! on th e other. 
Foreign Affairs. 
T his n atio n 's fo reign policy la baaed 
on th e th eo ry th a t rig h t m u st be done 
b etw een n atio ns precisely as betw een 
Individuals, an d in o u r actio n s for th* 
last ten y ears w e have in th is m a tte r 
proven o ur fa ith by our deeds. 
We 
h av e behaved, an d are behav in g , to ­ 
w ard s o th e r nations, as In p riv a te life 
a n h o no rab le m an would b eh av e to ­ 
w a rd s his fellows. 
L atin -A m erlcan 
Republics. 
T h e com m ercial an d m a te ria l p r o g ­ 
ress of th e 20 L atin -A m erlcan republica 
la w o rth y of th* carefu l a tte n tio n of 
th e congress. T he I n te rn a tio n a l B u reau 
of th e A m erican R epublics is doing a 
useful w ork in m a k in g th ese n atio n s 
an d th e ir reso u rces b e tte r k n o w n to 
ua. an d in a c q u a in tin g th em no t only 
w ith us aa a people and w ith o u r p u r ­ 
poses to w a rd s them , b u t w ith w h a t we 
have to exchange for their goods. 
Panama Canal. 
T he w ork on th e P a n a m a can al la b e ­ 
ing done w ith a speed, efficiency and 
en tire devotion to duty, w hich m ak e it 
a m odel for all w o rk of the kind.

W ashington.—The m essage of Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt 
was 
read in 
both 
houses of congress Tuesday. 
In sub­ 
stan ce the docum ent w as as follows: 
To the Senate and House of Represen­ 
tatives: 
T he financial standing of the 
nation at the present time is excellent, 
and the financial m anagem ent of the na­ 
tion’s interests by the governm ent d u r­ 
ing the last seven years has shown the 
m ost satisfactory results. 
But our cu r­ 
rency system is imperfect, and it is e a r­ 
nestly 
to be hoped th at the currency 
commission will be able to propose a 
thoroughly good system which will do 
aw ay with the existing defects. 
During the period from July I, 1901, to 
September* 30, 1908, there was an increase 
In the am ount of money In circulation of 
9902,991,399. 
The increase In the per capita 
during this period was $7.06. 
Within this 
tim e there were several occasions when 
It was necessary for tile treasury de­ 
partment to come to the relief of the 
money m ark et by purchases or redem p­ 
tions of United States bonds; by increas­ 
ing deposits in national banks; by stim ­ 
ulating additional Issues of national bank 
notes, and by facilitating Importations 
from abroad of gold. 
Our imperfect cu r­ 
rency system has m ade these proceedings 
necessary, and they were effective until 
the m onetary disturbance in the fall of 
Im re 
1907 Immensely increased the difficulty of 
ordinary methods of relief. 
By the mid­ 
dle of November the available working 
balance in the treasury had been reduced 
to 
approxim ately 
$5,000,000. 
Clearing 
bouse associations throughout the coun­ 
try had been obliged to resort to tho 
expedient of issuing clearing house cer­ 
tificates, to be used as money. 
In this 
em ergency it was determined to Invite 
subscriptions for $50,000,000 P an am a canal 
bonds, 
and 
$100,-OOO,OOO 
three per 
cent, 
certificates of indebtedness authorized by 
th e act of June 13, 1898. 
It was proposed 
to redeposit in the national banks the 
proceeds of these issues, and to permit 
their use as a basis for additional circu­ 
lating notes 
of national 
banks. 
The 
moral effect of this procedure was so 
groat th a t it was necessary to issue only 
924,631,980 of the P a n a m a bonds and $15,- 
438,500 of the certificates of indebtedness. 
During the period from July J, 1901, to 
September 30. 1908, the balance between 
th e net ordinary receipts and tile net 
ordinary expenses of 
the 
government 
showed a surplus In the four years 1902. 
1903, 1906, and PIOT, and a deficit in the 
years 1904, 1905, 1908 and a fractional part 
of the fiscal year 1909. 
The net result 
w as a surplus of $119,283,413.54. 
The finan­ 
cial operations of th e government during 
this period, based upon these differences 
between receipts and expenditures, 
re­ 
sulted in a net reduction of the interest- 
bearing debt of tile United States from 
$987,141,040 to $897,253,990. 
notwithstanding 
th at there had been two sales of P an am a 
canal bonds am ounting In the aggregate 
to $54,631,980, and an issue of three per 
cent, certifieates of indebtedness under 
th e act of Ju ne 13, 1898, am ounting to 
$15,436,500. 
Refunding operations of the 
treasu ry departm ent under the act of 
M arch 14, 1900, resulted in the conver­ 
sion into two per cent, consols of 1930 of 
$200,309,400 bonds bearing higher rates of 
Interest. 
A decrease of $8,687,956 In the 
an nu al interest 
charge 
resulted 
from 
these operations 
In short, during the seven years and 
three months there has been a net su r­ 
plus of nearly on* 
hundred millions of 
receipt* over expel.in u res, a reduction 
of the interest-beuring debt by ninety 
millions, In spite of the extraordinary ex­ 
pense of the P anam a canal, and a saving 
of nearly nine millions on Hie annual 
I n te re s t charge. 
Control of Corporations. 
A* regards the great corporations en­ 
gaged in interstate business, and espe­ 
cially tile railroads, I can only repeat 
w hat I have already again and again said 
In my messages to the congress. 
I be­ 
lieve that under the interstate clause of 
the constitution the United States has 
complete and param ount right to con­ 
trol all agencies of Interstate commerce, 
and I believe that the national govern­ 
ment alone can exercise tills right with 
wisdom and effectiveness so as lait!) to 
•ecure justice from, and to do Justice to. 
the 
great 
corporations 
which 
are tile 
most im portant factors In modern busi­ 
ness. 
I believe that It is worse than 
folly to attem pt 
to prohibit all 
com ­ 
binations as is done 
by tile 
Sherman 
anti-trust law, because such a law can 
be enforced only 
Imperfectly and 
u n ­ 
equally, and Its enforcement works al­ 
most as much hardship 
aa 
good. 
I 
strongly advocate that Instead of an un­ 
wise effort to prohibit all combinations, 
there shall be substituted a law which 
shall 
expressly 
permit 
combinations 
which are in the interest of tile public, 
but shall at th* sam e time give to some 
agency in the national government full 
power of control and supervision over 
them. 
One of the chief features of this 
control should be securing entire pub­ 
licity In all m atters which the public 
h as a right to know, and furthermore, 
the power, not by judicial but by execu­ 
tive action, to prevent or put a stop to 
every 
form of Improper favoritism or 
o ther wrongdoing 
T he railw ays of the country should be

Judges of this stam p do last­ 
ing harm by their decisions, because tiiey 
convince poor men in need of protection 
that the courta of the land are pro­ 
foundly ignorant of and out of sym pathy 
with their needs, and profoundly ignorant 
or hostile to any proposed remedy. 
To 
such men It seems a cruel mockery to 
have any court decide against them on 
the ground th at It desires to preserve 
"liberty’’ in a purely technical form, by 
withholding liberty in any real and con­ 
structive sense 
There are certain decisions by various 
courta which have been exceedingly det­ 
rimental to the rights of wage-workere. 
This is true of ail decisions that decide 
that men are, by the constitution, “g u ar­ 
anteed their liberty’’ to contract to enter 
a dangerous occupation, or to work an 
undesirable or Improper number of hours, 
or to work in unhealthy surroundings, 
and therefore cannot recover dam ages 
when maimed In th at occupation, and 
cannot be forbidden to work w hat the 
legislature decides la an excessive n u m ­ 
ber of hours, or to carry on the work 
under conditions 
which th# legislature 
decides 
to 
be 
unhealthy. 
Decisions 
such 
as 
those 
nullify 
the 
legislative 
effort to protect the wage-workers who 
most need protection from those employ­ 
ers who lake advantage of their grind­ 
ing need. They halt or ham per the m ove­ 
m ent for securing better and more equi­ 
table conditions of labor. 
There Is also, I think, ground for the 
belief th at substantial injustice Is often 
suffered by employes in consequence of 
th* custom of courts Issuing tem porary 
injunctions without notice to them, and 
punishing them for contem pt of court in 
Instances where, as a m atter of fact, 
they have no knowledge of any proceed­ 
ings 
Organized 
labor 
in

The courts hold a place of peculiar and 
deserved sanctity under our form of gov­ 
ernment. 
Respect for the law is essen­ 
tial to the perm anence 
of 
our institu­ 
tions; and respect for the law Is largely 
conditioned upon respect for the courts. 
It is an offense against the republic 
to 
say anything which can weaken this re­ 
spect, save for the gravest reason and in 
the most carefully guarded manner. In no 
©tiler nation in the world do Hie courts 
wield such vast anti far-reaching power 
as in the United States. 
All th at is nec­ 
essary is th a t the courts 
as 
a 
whole 
should exercise this power with the far­ 
sighted wisdom already shown by those 
judges who scan the future while they 
aet in the present. 
Let them exercise 
this great power not only honestly and 
bravely, but with wise insight into Hie 
needs and fixed purposes of the people, 
so th a t they m ay do Justice, and work 
equity, so that they m ay protect all per­ 
sons in their rights, and yet break down 
the barriers of privilege, which is the foe 
of right. 
F o re st P re se rv a tio n . 
If there is any one duty which more 
than another we owe it to our children 
to perform a t once, it is to save the for­ 
ests of this country, for they constitute 
the first and most Im portant element in 
tile 
conservation 
of 
the 
n atural 
re­ 
sources of the country. . . . Ju st as 
a farmer, after nil ills life m aking his 
living from his farm, will, if he Is an ex­ 
pert farmer, leave it us an asset of in­ 
creased value to his son, so we should 
leave our national domain to our chil­ 
dren, Increased In value and not worn 
out. 
Thor* are small sections of our own 
country, in the east and in the west, in 
the Adirondack#, the 
W hite 
mountains 
and th* Appalachians, and in the Rocky 
mountains, where we can already sec for 
ourselves the dam age in the shape of 
perm anent injury to tile

river system s which cornea from reckless 
deforestation.

Statehood. 
On the question of statehood the 
president says: 
I advocate the Immediate admission of 
N ev Mexlro and Arizona as states. This 
should be done at the present session of 
the congress, Tile people of the two ter­ 
ritories have made It evident by their 
votes tiiat they will not coms In as one 
state. 
The only alternative is to admit 
them as two. and I trust th at this will be 
done without delay. 
Interstate Fisheries. 
I call the attention of the < *ingress to 
tbs importance of the problem of the 
fisheries in the interstate waters. 
On the 
Great I .tike# we are now, under the very 
wise treaty of April ll of this year, en ­ 
deavoring to come to un international 
agreem ent for the preservation and sa t­ 
isfactory use of the fisheries of these w a­ 
ters which can not otherwise be achieved. 
Lake Erie, for example, has the richest 
fresh water fisheries in the world; but It

THE HERCULES OF THE GAME 


H is Marvelous Feat of Pluck, Strength 


and Endurance That Won the Pen­ 


nant For Providence In 1884— A Rec­ 


ord In Games Won. 


P itch ers may com e and pitchers may 
go, but the nam e of “Old H o**” Rad 
bourne goes on forever. I have talked 
to many groat ball players who have 
lam ented to me the fact thai. baseball 
fam e is so ephem eral that it was not 
w orth jh e gaining, and, w hile no doubt 
this is in a great m easure true, there 
Is one i*it< her who has left a name 
that prom ises 
to roll 
on for m any, 
many years. 
E ach year hundreds o f pitchers claim 
attention o f the world, and each y ear 
they are prom ptly forgotten. 
B ut illi­ 
nois produced a man who, although 
now years deceased, has a brighter 
nam e than any of the great m ultitude. 
In the great cam paign o f 1884, when 
the Providence club, then a m em ber of 
the N ational league, was fighting a bit­ 
ter gam e with Philadelphia, a ca ta stro ­ 
phe occurred 
that 
seem ingly 
would 
disrupt Its chances of w inning the pen­ 
nant. 
A player named Sw eeney, who 
w as pitching, was ordered to go into 
right field to change places w ith ‘T y 
clone'' Miller. 
At that tim e it w as not 
perm issible to lake a p itcher out of the 
game. 
W hereupon Sw eeney prom ptly 
walked out of the game, leaving tile 
team with only eight men and with 
one pitcher, C harles Radbourne. 
Tw o men tried to cover the field, 
w ith the result that Providence was 
com plete!} m ow ed under, 
A m eeting 
of the directors w as held to decide 
w hether or not the club should be dis 
bended 
C ertainly a professional team 
was never in a sorrier plight. 
Radbourne was approached aud the 
proposition |mt to him. 
“ I can win It 
all right,*' said lie quietly and in a 
m atter of fa ct tone. 
And then followed the most rem ark­ 
able battle for a 
pennant 
that 
the 
world has ever seen 
Radbourne cs 
tablished a record that has never been 
equaled, one that will live when inure 
expensive 
contests 
will 
have 
been 
blissfully forgotten. 
O f tw enty-seven 
consecutive 
gam es 
Radbourne 
won 
tw enty-six. 
In fou r gam es with Bos­ 
ton he had three shutouts, only one 
run 
was scored aud only seventeen 
bits w ere made. 
This d efeat w as su f 
fern ! at the hands o f Buffalo by a 
score of 2 lo 0, and iVen then only 
rive hits were made off him, show ing 
th at the defeat was not due to jioor 
pitching 
Needless to say. Providence 
won 
the 
pennant, 
or, 
rather. 
Rad­ 
bourne won the |*mnant. 
But the groat player had to pay the 
price. 
No arb) could stand the aw ful 
strain w ithout great agony 
M orning 
.after m orning w hen I tad boti rue arose 
he could not lift Iii* arm as high as 
his V a ist, 
He had t<< brod ) Ills hair 
with his left hand. 
Hilt lie did not 
g H «* up tin- gam e 
He would slip out 
to Hie park about tw o hours before 
the rest of the team put iii an ap 
pea ranee and would begin the excru ­ 
ciatin g process of lim bering up 
He 
would pitch the ball only a few' feet 
when he would first go out, but he 
would keep on trying tim e a fte r time. 
rubbing his arm w ith his left hand 
Som etim es his face would he draw n 
up Into con tort lops, but never a word 
o f com plaint left his lips. 
H alf an hour before the gam e was 
to begin the players would slip out to 
sec how “Old HOSS” was getting along 
T he} would sit silently on the bench, 
w aiting for his arm to get Into condi­ 
tion. 
When lie 
was able to throw 
from sw oud to hom e base u rousing 
ch eer would go up. 
for they 
knew 
that m eant the w inning of the gam e 
for them . 
Radbourne 
claim ed 
fo r 
his 
home 
Bloom ington, IU. 
After his g reat sea­ 
son w ith Providence m anagers all over 
the country were upou his heels. 
Flat- 
teriug offers poured In, aud he was not 
under co n tract with Providence for tho 
next season eith er. 
When the contest 
was over the late Ned Allen, president 
of the team that season, sent for Had 
bonnie. 
H e laid 
the release l»efore 
him and close beside It a blauk con­ 
tract. 
lU dbourne looked at them both 
for several m inutes aud then slowly 
took up a pen aud filled the blank out 
for a sum only $2,000 higher than he 
had been getting ami tore up the re­ 
lease 
Allen alm ost fell on hts neck 
aud wept for Joy. 
Rad bourne’s lust year in baseball was 
with C incinnati In 1801. but it was a 
sad year. 
It seem s a pity that the ca 
reer of so great a ball player should 
end so sadly. 
T h at year his 
work 
showed great deterioration, for the aw 
ful strain made In IS S I was beginning 
to tell on his arm . 
At the end o f the 
season he was too proud to go into 
m inor league baseball nud so entirely 
withdrew from the game. 
He return 
cd to Bloom ington, where he opened a 
billiard hall 
He bad little to say aud 
In unw inking silence would sit in a 
corner and w atch the young men laugh 
as they played 
Ile would talk about 
him self only when cornered, and then 
but for a few short words, 
Ile had a1 
w ays been an ardent fisherm an, bunter 
and sportsm an, but he gave up the 
open life 
E ach year his tacitu rnity 
Increased until lie becam e alm ost sui 
lea. 
A fter a tim e he gave up his billiard 
hall and retired Into the obscurity of 
his home, seldom letting people see 
bino. 
A t last, In 1897. be fell 111 and 
soon 
passed awny, — Portland 
Ore 
gonlan.
